DIMINISHING RETURNS 
IN BRITAIN the equivalent of the pro­ 


posed federal sales tax for the U. S. is call­ 
ed a purchase tax. It soaks the consumer 


IOO percent for a fur coat, 66 percent for a 
suit of clothes, 33 percent for an automo­ 
bile. 


This British tax takes in almost every­ 
thing, including necessities, and its lowest 
rate is around 30 percent. Despite this the 
British are taking in less than SI billion a 
year from the purchase tax. which is elo­ 
quent testimony to the fact that it is possi­ 
ble to tax to the point of diminishing re­ 
turns. 


The British, once a well dressed people 
who liked quality goods, are taking the 
culls and leavings in preference to paying 
h ig h taxes. 


In this country it has become the custom 
to apply 
multitudinous 
taxes, 
most 
of 
them “hidden,” but always reflected in re­ 
tail prices. But that cycle will end as taxes 
chase prices sky high and the dollar stead­ 
ily loses its purchasing power. 


THINGS TO COME 
DEPARTMENT sales 
throughout the 
country immediately preceding Easter — 
traditionally a period when the ladies go 
on a buying spree for clothes—were disap­ 
pointing, probably because of the e a r l y 
date on which Easter came this year and 
unseasonably cold weather in the northern I 
part of the country. Stores expect gains in 
sales with the arrival of warmer weather. | 
Business spending for new plant and 
equipment—capital outlay—this year is ex­ 
pected to reach a new high of $24 billion. 
This will be 30 percent above last year’s 
figure. B u t manufacturing companies, 
which plan the largest increase in capital 
expenditures in 1951—45 percent over 1950 
•—will pay out $12 billion for this purpose. 
This does not indicate businessmen are 
pessimistic. 


NO BIG DUST BOWLS 
THERE will never be another major dust 
bowl in this country, Dr. H. H. Bennett, 
leading soil conservator whose ideas help­ 
ed to stop wind erosion in the Southwest 
more than a decade ago, predicts. There 
will be occasional dusters across the high 
plains, but nothing resembling the black 
blizzards which were so terrifying in the 
mid-thirties. 
Farmers once more are tearing up grass­ 
land to plant more wheat and other crops. 
But Dr. Bennett is confident the people in 
the old dust bowl aren’t breaking out too 
much land. 
There may be some trouble in the fring­ 
es where new land not suitable for cropping 
is being planted to wheat and cotton. But 
if the situation threatens to become ser­ 
ious, farmers—using methods that have 
proved their effectiveness—can correct it 
in a hurry. 


J. Edgar Hoover has an opportunity to 
extend his authority, to build his empire 
hugely, to obtain increased funds f r o m 
J Congress for the FBI. Astonishingly, he re­ 
jects the prospects. No one ever heard of 
a Washington bureaucrat refusing more 
power and more money. 
Yet in the face of a great demand that 
something should be done to rescue the 
, country from racketeers, dope peddlers, 
fixers, crooked politicians and money-hun­ 
gry middlemen, Hoover said this to t h e 
Kefauver committee: 
“This nation has no need for a national 
police force. Cries frequently are heard 
that America, to meet ‘the problems of the 
day,’ must create a master, over-all law 
enforcement agency, whose a u t h o r i t y 
would extend to every nook and cranny of 
the nation. I disagree with this attitude. 
My experience has demonstrated that the 
present system of law enforcement, na­ 
tional, state and local, is the best system. 
The peace officer must be the servant of 
the people—protecting their interests a n d 
responding to their will. The law enforce­ 
ment agency must be an integral part of 
the community. Otherwise, the American 
system of Democratic government would 
be defiled.” 
In all the excitement engendered by the 
Kefauver investigation, three facts stand 
out: 
1. The law must be enforced, but no mat­ 
ter what the urgency, our civil liberties 
must not be imperiled and our structural 
relations between the federal, the state and 
municipal governments must not be al­ 
tered. 
For many years, many reformers have 
tried to abolish state governments. At one 
time, the New Dealers tried to cut the Unit­ 
ed States into regions which would over­ 
ride the states. These efforts failed, but we 
can destroy our structure by the careless 
use of our own enthusiasms. Hoover is to 
be praised for rejecting a trap which would 
put him at the head of a Gestapo. 
2. It is true that the Mafia does operate 
in the United States as the Communist Par­ 
ty operates in the United States. Neither of 
them could operate if the American people 
were alert and if our officials enforced the 
law. Hoover said: 
“There can be no concealment of the fact 
that law enforcement has not always per­ 
formed at peak expectations. The fault is 
not in the system, but in the way it works. 
The American people, if they desire com­ 
petent, efficient and effective administra- i 
tion of justice, must be willing to provide 
financial means; moral support; 
and a 
practical realization of the responsibilities 
of citizenship. 
“A police department, understaffed, un­ 
derpaid, and ill-equipped, cannot properly 
fulfill its duties. Lack of public interest 
m ay allow a small minority of peace offi­ 
cers, aided and abetted by corrupt politic­ 
ians, crooked prosecutors and underworld < 
‘fixers,’ to bring shame upon the profes­ 
sion. Action is needed, not to revamp the 
fundamental structure of American law e n -! 
forcement, but to strengthen, in technical 
skill, character and esprit de corps, 
the 
existing institutions.”

Choosing the Most Effective 
W a y to Administer Penicillin 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


IT la often Just as im portant 
to choose the right method of 
giving a drug as it is to keow 
which one to give. The antibiotics 
offer an excellent illustration of 
this principle. Penicillin, for ex­ 
ample, is often given by injection 
into a muscle, but there are times 
when injection into a vein serves 
best to help the patient. In other 
instances, it may be given by 
m outh and, in certain lung dis­ 
orders, the best results are ob­ 
tained by breathing it directly 
into the lungs. For this purpose 
it is given as a dust or mist. 
Recently, a large group of p a­ 
tients 
suffering 
from 
various 
lung infections was treated by a 
com bination of penicillin and 
streptom ycin in mist form. Since 
this treatm ent requires expen­ 
sive equipment, including an oxy­ 
gen tank and a gauge for m eas­ 
uring the am ount of the flow, it 
is not well suited to home use, 
but it can be given in the phy­ 
sician's office. The hospital is a 
very good place, however, since 
treatm ents are usually prescribed 
a t three-hour intervals for from 
three to five days or longer. 
One group of patients was suf­ 
fering from stubborn inflam m a­ 
tion of the windpipe and bronchi. 
Most of these patients described 
their condition aa a “chest cold 
th at hangs on.” The results here 
were universally goc ’ As a rule, 
about 24 hours after the treat­ 
m ent was started, the coughing 
stopped, the am ount of material 
brought up was markedly re- 


| duced, and complete relief was 
'obtained within 72 hours. 
The second group of patients 
was suffering from bronchiec- 
| tasls, a more serious condition, in 
which there is stretching of the 
I tubes in the lungs. The best re­ 
sults were obtained in tho.se pa­ 
tients in whom penicillin and 
streptomycin were given togeth­ 
er. In most instances, it was nec- 
, essary to use the treatm ent for 
at least seven to ten days to get 
j the best results. Im provement 
was shown and there was de­ 
creased coughing. 
A third group of disorders 
j treated 
was 
emphysema, 
in 
which there Is stretching of the 
air sacs in the lungs. These pa- 
, tien' i. for the most part, were 
over 50 years of age and suf­ 
fered from severe coughing with 
shortness of breath and wheez­ 
ing. Improvement was also noted 
In these patients, but no cure re­ 
sulted, since the lung structure, 
once damaged, cannot be re­ 
stored to normal. 
Patients with asthma. In which 
infer lion of t he lungs has oc­ 
curred, also were benefited with 
the aerosol pencilling, th a t is, 
penicillin inhaled in mist form. 
It would appear from a large 
number of patients treated and 
the good results obtained th at 
this method of supplying the a n ­ 
tibiotics is extremely helpful.
